SPARKS FROM MARK: 

The last several weeks, I have been quoting 
directly from the Bishop's Document "Built of 
Living Stones" in regards to the Reservation of 
the Eucharist; the location of the Tabernacle, the 
Chapel of Reservation, and the Tabernacle in 
the Sanctuary. This past week in the West 
River Catholic, Bishop Cupich in the last of a 
three part series on the Liturgy, addressed the 
Reservation of the Eucharist. 


The Bishop shared in his article the 
importance of his involvement in any church 
renovation or new building in the diocese. He 
helps the pastors and the parish leadership to 
interpret the norms set forth in the Liturgy as to 
keep the proper balance. 

Bishop Cupich talked about the balance 
between the altar and the tabernacle when he 
said "The altar is to be given its space, as is the 
tabernacle, without any confusion or lessening 
of importance one over the other. At the same 
time, I want to make sure that when Catholics 
enter one of our churches, they know that the 
Eucharist is reserved and where it is". 

As we continue to move forward with our 
renovation project, the building of a new Altar, 
Ambo and Baptismal Font we will be looking at 
the proper balance between the altar and the 
tabernacle with Bishop Cupich's help. In last 
weeks "Sparks", I noted how in BLS paragraphs 
79- 80, it gives direction in trying to keep the 
proper balance between the altar and the 
tabernacle. 

The placement of the tabernacle that is chosen 
should not draw the attention of the faithful 
away from the Eucharistic celebration and its 
components. In addition, the placement must 
allow for a focus on the tabernacle for those 
periods of quiet prayer outside the celebration of 
the Eucharist. 

Ordinarily, it is helpful to have a sufficient 
distance to separate the tabernacle and the altar. 
When a tabernacle is located directly behind the 
altar, consideration should be given to using 
distance, lighting, or some other architectural 
device that separates the tabernacle and 
reservation area during Mass, but that allows the 
tabernacle to be fully visible to the entire 
worship area when the Eucharistic liturgy is not 
being celebrated. 

In next weeks "Sparks" I will continue the 
reflection on the Reservation of the Eucharist, in 
particular that of distance and space between the 
altar and the tabernacle.
